HAY-BOX AN INDISPENSABLE 
KITCHEN ADJUNCT. 



Ita Use Helps Greatly to Offaet the 
Burdens of Dear Fuel and Expen- 
sive Foodstuffs — Operation 



Hay-box cookery la not a new ldf»a 
hy any ni.«ana but recently it has had 
quit* a revival, and In these times of 
dear fuel and expensive foodstuff* It 
is a boon and a blemtltiK to the worried 
housewife. They are eanlly made at 
home and coat next to nothing. 

Purchase rrom the icrocer a nice sized 
box. aay 28 Inches l.nnf and VI In. le * 
wide and deep; If the box has a hingnd 
lid. so much the better ThU stvle of 
box can usually be had for a few caaai 

Lina the box well with old newspa- 
pers; use several thicknesses, aa It ia 
Important to stop up any crevice. In 
the center «>r the b.n place a piece <>r 
wood that will divide It Into two Fill 
each portion with hay; pack the hay 
in tinhtly. then in »ho center of each 
portion make a hollow or nest reailv 
to reeetvA the vessel containing food 
or liuuid. 

When the vessels are in the box, 
Wftm the tops of thein well over with 
hay i .r if j.ri f. ri » .1 a umi !i ■ nu-r nut 
of sackimc < an be mail..; Into this pack 
some hay. sew up. and a cushion is 
ready to place on the cooking vessels; 
ihe lid Is then closed down over all 
and slow cooking will proceed for as 
long as the box Is kept closed. Tho 
box will last for years, and is no ex- 
pense at all. save now and again re- 
tit 'Alng the supply i»f hay. 

Just the ordinary cooking utensils 
are needed, such as jam Jars, casse- 
roles, and stewing Jars. 

All food put In the hay box must ba 
at boiling point when put in— If a con- 
tinued slow cooking is desired. When 
j cooking porridge, stews, etc . bring to 
the boil on the tire or stove; let it boil 
for five minutes, then put the vessel 
containing the food straight in the hay- 
box, cover and close the lid. The food 
can then be left thus slowly cooking 
for hours without any attention, and 
it will not spoil. The cooking is excel- 
lent for porridge; it can be put in 
ov.a-night. and In tho morning will be 
found beautifully cooked and piping 
hot. 

For all food that tak^s hours to 
cook, such as lentils, peas, stews, 
soups, shin of beef etc.. this method 
of cooking should be employed F<.r 
business girls who have their best 
meal In the evening, not 1 ing could bo
